SAN DIEGO, Calif., Jan. 8 Y- De- 
tails of the round-the-world flight of 
United States Army aviators, starting 
from Seattle, April 2, have been made 
public by Maj. Henry H. Arnold, com- 
mander of Rockwell Field, and Lieut. 
Virgil Hines, post adjutant. 

The information was contained in a 
letter sent to Rockwell Field authori- 
ties by Capt. Lowell H. Smith, the 
San Diego flier, who has been selected 
as one of the four pilots to carry the 
Stars and Stripes around the world. 

The complete plans call for Maj. F. 
L. Martin, squadron commander; Lieut. 
Eric Nelson, squadron engineer offi- 
cer; Capt. Lowell H. Smith, and Lieut. 
Leigh Wade to leave ngley Field, 
Va., for the Davis Douglass plant at 
Santa Monica, March 1. At the Davis 
Douglass plant the four army fiters 
will take over the air cruisers built 
especially for the flight and will fly 
them to Rockwell Field, where the 
initial trial flights will be held. 

From San Diego, the four airmen 
will fly to Seattle, where they will 
hop off on the first leg of the 39,000- 
mile voyage over the air lanes of 22 
foreign countries. It originally was in- 
tended to start the world trip from 
Langley Field. This, however, would 
have necessitated the filers winging 
their way twice across the American 
continent. 

The first leg of the flight, from 
Seattle to Attu Island, at the westerly 
tip of the Alutians (Aleutians), will 
be under the supervision of Lieut. 
Clayton L. Bisnell. 

The fiight from Attu Island across 
the Bering Sea to the Kamchatka 
peninsula on the Siberian coast, and 
southward along the islands of Japan, 
will be controlled by Lieut. Clifford 
C. Nutt. 

The third division, from Nagasaki, 
Japan, to Calcutta, India, will be in 
charge ‘of Lieut. M. S. Lawton. 

The fourth division, from Calcutta 


over the Persian Gulf and the Bos- 
porus to Constantinople, will be in 
charge of Lieut. H. A. Halvorsen. 
Lieutenant Halvorsen now is in the 
Philippines. He will leave Manila 


this week for Calcutta to confer with 


British air service officials on the 
Calcutta-Constantinople airway. 

The fifth leg, from Constantinople 
to London, will be in charge of Maj. 
Carlisle Walsh. This route already 
is well mapped by the British. 

The sixth leg, from London up the 
shores of Iceland and Greenland and 
southward to the Cahadian border, 
will be in charge of Lieut. Clarence 
Crumrine. For the last four months 
Lieutenant Crumrine, operating out 
of Copenhagen and being afforded 
every assistance by the Danish Gov; 
ernment, has been engaged in select- 
ing suitable landing places in Green- 
land and Iceland. 

The purposes of the flight, as an- 
nounced by Maj.-Gen. Mason Patrick, 
chief of the United States Army Air 
Service, are threefold: 

First, to demonstrate the possibility 
of dispatching military airplanes on 
long-distance flights with a satisfac- 
tory arrangement of the enormous 
supply problems involved; second, to 
demonstrate the feasibility of a world 
airway and of traversing this airway 
in the shortest time possible, and, 
third, to bring the United States the 
honor of being the first to cireum-

viously failed to form a cabinet, was 


confronted by a similar problem. 

The Seiyukai refused to join its 
formation, whereupon Viscount Ki- 
youra turned to the Kenkyukal, the 
majority party of peers. As the price 
of its support the Kenkyukai dictated 
the selection of virtually every minis- 
ter, while Viscount Kiyoura’s other 
choices were vetoed. The Home Min- 
ister and the chief cabinet secretary 
are the sole pro-Selyukai men in the 
new Government. 

The public generally fears the 
power of the House of Peers and re- 
sents its interference politically. The 
Kiyoura Ministry is their creature. 


Since it is impossible to dissolve the 
Peers the electorate has no control 
over its actions.

“We all desire apparently the same 
thing—settlement of the claims, ad- 
justment of the debt and abatement 
of propaganda: if it exists.

is that the time has arrived when 
it is wise and proper that we should 
enter into negotiations with the Rus- 
sian Government to see if these 
things cannot be accomplished. No 
one advocates the recognition of the 
Russian Government without the ad- 
ustment of these controverted ques- 

ions. The question is, how are they 
“to be adjusted? 

“Has the time arrived when it is 
safe and.when it is proper to enter 
into negotiations to achieve the end 
which all desire to see achieved? 
Certainly we are not accomplishing it 
by the course which we are pursuing 
now. Six years have passed and no 
debt has been recognized, so far as 
-permanent recognition is concerned, 
nor settled. No claims have been ad- 
justed, and the contention is propa- 
ganda is more rife at this time than 
it has been at any time.

PROVINCE STREET 
TO BE WIDER; CASH 
DENIED ABUTTORS 


Notwithstanding the decision of the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court to en- 
join the city of ton from paying 
he sum of $350,000 to abuttors on 
Province: Street, Boston, the work of 
widening that ‘thordéughfare will pro- 
ceed at once, according to a statement 
issued last night by Mayor James M. 
Curley. Upon the consequent release 
of $250,000 of the sum involved, the 
Mayor said he would seek to have the 
money transferred for highway con- 
struction. 

The Supreme Court holds that one of 


the two building lines established bythe 
Boston Street Commission, in its Prov- 
| ince Street widening project, is unten- 
‘able. The decision was the result of a 
| bill in equity brought by Charles P. 
Curtis and other taxpayers of the city, 
| who sought the injunction. The street 
commissioners had established a tem- 
porary line on the northerly ajde of 
Province Street to continue for the 
period of one year, and a permanent 
line on the southerly side, claiming 
that funds appropriated were insuffi- 
cient to provide at one time for the 
entire project. 

Justice H. K. Braley, who wrote 
the enjoining decision, stated that the 
order of the streets commissioners 
cannot be divided, and is not capable 
of double construction which sustains 
a permanent taking and disregards a 
temporary taking. 

“It was found,” Justice Braley fur- 
ther asserted, “that if the temporary 
lines had been permanent, the total 
cost of the development would have 
been $1,000,000.” .

Whenever we become satisfied 
that persons are conspiring to violate 
the national prohibition act, or to 
thwart our efforts to enforce it, they 
will be prosecuted with all the power 
at our command, whether officials or 
private citizens, whether high or Jow.” 

James A. Pulsifier, county attorney, 
termed American legislative methods 
as archaic and condemned organiza- 
tion of the legislatures so that dead- 
locks paralyze progress. He suggested 
that under such conditions the Senate 
and House hold a joint session and a 
majority vote rule.

encing the Lynn Shoe Manufacturers’ 
Assoc u, Inc., to break its agree- 
ment with the United, which was 
ordered into effect by the Mayor’s 
Arbitration Board last year, and sus- 
tained en toto by the Supreme Judi- 
cia] Gourt. 

The suite are the outgrowth of the 
action of the 11 locals of the United 
in Lynn affiliating themselves with the 
Amalgamat last year, after the 
United, which originally was a party 
to the proposed one big union plan, 
had turned ahout face and ordered its 
members to rémain loyal. 

Approximately $25,000 is said to be 
involved in the matter of funds of shoe 
locals, which the master finds belong 
to the United States in the event that 
there are now no local unions of the 
United in Lynn for the various craft.

In rejecting the merger plan of the 
Shoe Workers’ Protective Union the 
Amalgamated general executive coun- 
cil contends that the Amalgamated has 
a constitution as good as any that 
could be devised to meet the needs of 
the shoe workers and that a consoli- 
dation would be of no advantage to 
Amalgamated members. 

It is also contended that the’ 
Amalgamated offered the Shoe Work- 
ers’ Protective Union an invitation to 
consolidate with the Amalgamated 
last September and that this offer was 
spurned. 

The shoe workers are urged not to 
take any action on plans which might 
serve to divide the ranks of the Amal- 
gamated and possibly break down all 
union organization in Lynn and have 
even worse results in cities now af- 
fillated with the Amalgamated. 

“Confidence in Lynn as a manufac- 
turing center must be restored among 
shoe buyers,” the Amalgamated of- 
ficials point out in their appeal. Con- 
fidence can only come with peace in 
the city and no stumbling block should 
be placed in the way of the plan now 
being carried out by vote of the Lynn 
Shoe Workers.” 

The plan referred to is the adjust- 
ment by the state board of arbitration 
and conciliation of the shoe situation, 
which is now going forward.

CITIZENS WOULD 
RUN TROLLEY LINE 


Pelham to Nashua Service May 
End Wednesday 


CONCORD, N. H., Jan. 8 (Spécial) — 
Tomorrow is the day set for the 
abandonment of street car service on 
the Massachusetts Northeastern Street 
Railway from Pelham, N. H. to 
Nashua, N. H. In order to restore 
this service as soon as possible, cit- 
nens of the communities affected, 
called on the State Public Service 
Commission yesterday and conferred 
with representatives of the railroad 
company. 

Permission to abandon thig line was 
recently given by the commission, after 
consideration of a petition presented 
by the Massachusetts Northeastern. 
A way was left, however, for main- 
tenance of service by others who might 
wish to take over the burden. 

The situation was fully canvassed 
and financial reasons for the action 
of the Massachusetts Northeastern in 
discontinuing service over about 14 
miles of trick were made very clear. 
Should the abandonmentgplans be car- 
ried out Nashua would lose its trolley 
connection with the Massachusetts 
cities of Lowell and Lawrence. It was 
said, too, that children in Pelham and 
Hudson who attend schools at a dis- 
tance from their’ homes would be 
greatly inconvenienced. 

The conclusion reached was that 
the proposal for a lease of the line 
of track from Pelham and Nashua 
would be voted upon by the directors 
of the railway. Should their decision 
be favorable, the towns of Pelham and 
Hudson will consider what they can 
do to help in the operation of the 
line and the Nashua company will then 
give further thought to the advisa- 
bility of executing a lease and main- 
taining service. 


WEST VIRGINIA COAL 
AT LOW PRICE SOUGHT 


HARTFORD, Conn., Jan. 8—Lower 
coal for New England, and especially 
for Connecticut, may be secured by 
means of through rail rates from the 
West Virginian coal fields, in the opin- 
ion of the traffic committee of -the 
Manufacturers’ Association of Con- 
necticut. Today the association made 
the announcement that in behalf of

MADRAS MICA REPORT 
QUITE PESSIMISTIC. 


CALCUTTA, Dec. 5 (Special Corre- 
spondence)—-Mr. Hobson, assistant 
superintendent of the Geological Sur- 
vey of India, has made an interesting 
report on the occurrences of mica in 
the South Kanara district of Madras. 
The object of Mr. Hobson’s investiga- 
tron was to inspect deposits of mica 
already found, determine and map thé 
limits of such deposits, examine the 
marketable qualities of the mica, and 
observe local conditions which might 
possibly affect future mining opera- 
tions, such as accessibility of deposits, 
communications, indigenous labor sup- 
ply, climate. 

Mr. Hobson’s report is decidedly 
pessimistic. In this area, at any rate, 
he is of opinfon that no mica in situ. 
or mica carrying pegmatite in situ has 
been discovered, nor a fair marketable 
quality procured. He does not think 
the prospects sufficient to attract com- 
mercial firms, nor that the circum- 
stances cal] for any expenditure on 
the part of local officials.

disposal to be.used for five or six 
years to come. An appropriation thus 
is not needed before 1930, and then, 
it is hoped, the economic outlook will 
be improved.

SPRINGFIELD TO HAVE 
HEARING ON PENSIONS 


The commission appointed by the 
Governor to investigate the subject of 
old age and other pensions will hold 


a public hearing in the mahogany 
room, administration building, Spring- 
field, next Saturday afternoon at 2 
o'clock.

MILK PRODUCERS 
REPORT BIG YEAR 


Connecticut Dairymen Told of 
Pooling Benefits 


HARTFORD, Conn., Jan. 8 (Special) 
-—The past year was the most suc- 
cessful in the history of the Connec- 
ticut Milk Producers’ Association, it 
Was reported at the seventh annual 
meeting of the association yesterday 
afternoon. It was pointed out that 
milk sold on contract amounted to 
practically $6,000,000, in addition to 
what associction members sold to 
dealers individually. 

The prospects for the coming year 
were reported as, good, if the dairy 
farmers continue to back their organ- 
ization and follow the leadership of its 
management. It was brought out that 
enough money was saved by the elim- 
ination of transportation waste by 
means of the pooling system to pay 
for the cost of maintaining the asso- 
ciation for the next year, a cost which 
amounts to $20,000. 

There was a gain in membership 
during the past year of 789, bringing 
the total membership up to 3000, a 
membership which represents more 
than half the total milk production in 
the State. Among the recomnienda- 
tions made to the producers was one 
that they further extend their pooling 
system. 

Robert C. Mitchell of Southbury de- 
clared in his annual report that the 
whole situation is encouraging and 
that the majority of the dairy farmers 
are realizing more fully than ever be- 
fore the.benefits of co-operative mar- 
keting. 

“The theory of co-operative market- 
ing, or pooling,” he said, “is right, 
and it works in actual practice. The 
proof is that the Connecticut Milk 
Producers’ Association has received a 
higher price than any other associa- 
tion in this country, also considerably 
more for its surplus. We are getting 
—— efficiency at a minimum

When he undertook the work 
at the Odéon he asked that public 
opinion should give him credit for 
three years. He hopes that before the 
three years are over he will have 
shown himself to.be equal to what was 
expected from him. 
For while doing the work which for 


the moment helps the theater to live, 


M. Gémier and his troupe are pre- 
paring with love and care beautiful 
productions which gradually will elim- 
inate the others. For the a his 
program is this: To give ‘successful 
plays (which M. Gémier qualifies as 
Mascenas-pieces) and to produce lit- 
erary and classical plays. This is a 
method which demands prudence. Last 
year a number of modern pieces were 
produced without much success, The 
public of the Odéon has to be grad- 
ually educated. Its habits must not be 
altered too suddenly. 


A “European Theater“ 

The chief aim of M: Gémier is to con- 
stitute a “répertoire of chefs d’oeuvre,” 
which must surely bring money, since 
money is an outstanding question in 
the running of a theater. Moreover, he 
envisages the making of the Odéon into 
a European theater.” He could never 
submit ta a narrow nationalism which 
would clear the French theater of all 
foreign productions. He points out 
that the “chauvinism” of the theater 
might find a repercussion beyond the 
frontiers and the French authors might 
thus be deprived of considerable open- 
ings. They must remember, too, that 
translations from foreign texts are 
generally made by French writers— 
which ought to satisfy their national- 
ism. 

Among the masterpieces with which 
he would constitute his repertory some 
are ready, such as “The Merchant of 
Venice,” “Le Bourgeois Gentilhomme”; 
“Le Mariage de Figaro.” Others in 
preparation are “Faust,” Orestie,“ 
“Hamlet” and Shaw’s The Devil's Dis- 
ciple.“ M. Gémier is also considering 
“The Tempest.” 

M. Gémier counts on all these plays 
to live, Once he is sure of them he 
will launch into the interpretation of 
young authors—sometimes very haz- 
ardous experiments. The first was 
“Le Voile du Souvenir,” which has 
just been mounted. Then will come 
“L’Homme et ses Fantémes,” of Le- 
normand; “Jésus de Nazareth,” of 
Demazy; “Mademoiselle Le Feu,“ by

W: OWE her to America and we 

mean to keep her. For she is 

one of the joys of London. In 
Revue, that amiable chameleon of the 
theater, she heads the list with Ger- 
trude Lawrence, whom we have just 
sent across the Atlantic with the 
fond wish that * may come, see and 
conquer. 

Maisie Gay is bonnie. She is what 
we call good to look at and as soon 
as she is on the stage there is an 
atmosphere of the untranslatable 
German Gemütlichkeit.“ Her agree- 
able rotundity, her delightful busybodi- 
ness, her eyes as gay as her name 
and as joyful as Minnehaha, create 
good fellowship. 


But she is not only bonnie; she is 


Be a 
line never so fatuous, or a song 80 
inane, on the merry lips of Maisie 
Gay it gets across. But give her a 
chance to create “character” and a 
wonderful thing happens. Instantly 
she becomes a different person—so 
different that you find no trace of the 
original. Talk of merging oneself 
into a part—here is the perfection of 
that self-abnegation. And in one per- 
formance she does it not once 
half a dozen times and the transfor- 
mation is so complete and so unique 
that one has to go back to Henri de 
Vries in Heyermans’ famous playlet to 
find its equal.

stock? Not Woodstock among 
the green hills of Vermont, 
it understood, lovely though that. 
be, but Woodstock of the Catskills, 
colorful art colony, staid-country vil- 
lage, Arcadia. To me this Woodstock 
has charms as compelling as the cat- 
bird’s vernal call\or the memories of 
youth: but to tell about it so that 
you, too, may take it to your heart, 
that is not easy. 

Yet Woodstock is not entirely a 
rhapsodic. dream, a fairy filigree. 
Woodstock has its fairies, to be sure, 
but they are flesh and blood embodi- 
ments who walk the village streets 
and pick out shady sketching places 
in the fields and live on fiapjacks, 
fritters, and sweet corn and ho one 
takes them seriously except them- 
selves. 
to be deceived, look up and grin as 
they pass by and greet them with, 
“Hello,” and are not in the least 
afraid that they will fade away or 
hover nightly round their ne 
beds. 

Clothes, in Woodstock, cut no ‘Ittle 
figure in its summer aspect. What 
manner of woman this, one asks one- 
self, who wears the Harry Lauder cap 
with faded army shirt and short tight 
knickers of black corduroy showing a 
goodly stretch of well-tanned collop 
above moss-green woolen stockings? 
And who this Bunthorne sort of chap 
with yellow mushroom hat, who leans 
against the picket fence with staff in 
hand? How come the light canary 
neckerchief draped, careless like, atop 
a soft white shirt tuckéd inside blue 
denim overalis lopped off with ragged 
edges just above the knees. Buf be- 
ware of snap judgments in Wood- 
stock! The lady is a well-known 
writer and world traveler, and he of 
the canary neckerchief illustrates 
problem stories and occupies a 
spacious studio near Byrdcliffe. 


. Beginnings of the Colony 

Byrdcliffe is the- name for that ex- 
tensive,stretch of mountain slope that 
overlooks the village on the northeast 
side. It is the property of Mr. Rad- 
cliffe Whitehead, gentleman of leisure 
who first brought. Woodstock to the 
feet of Art by starting about 20 years 
ago a little mountain colony, the 
nucleus of the present community. An 
Oxford man and an intimate of Wil- 
liam Morris, Mr. Whitehead came to 
Woodstock and traced red earth roads 
and winding pathways in the moun- 
tain side and, erected studios among 
trees and woodsy workshops where 
weaving, pottery, wood and metal 
working, and other manual art were 
taught the natives by skillful teachers 
brought from fer and near. Who has 
not heard of Byrdcliffe pottery and 
who, having seen the Byrdcliffe work- 
ers, does not wish that he too might 
be able to roll up his-sleeves and 
fashion with his hands a thing of 
beauty. 

From Byrdcliffe, looking down upon 
the smiling valley, one may see the 
studios of such ‘artists as Birge Har- 
rison, George Bellows, John F. Carl- 
son, Rhoda Chase, Marion Bullard, 
Leith Ross, Alan Cochran, Eugene 
Speicher, Carl Lindin, Frank Swift 
Chase, and Walter Goltz, for Wood- 
stock is today the summer home of 
perhaps 100 well-known artists and is, 
to quote from the prospectus of the 
Woodst Art Association “Unique and 
fortunate among art colonies in repre- 
senting a great diversity and variety 
of artistic expressions including paint- 
* sculpture, the crafts, and applied 
arts.’

This, too, is fast becoming 
part of Woodstock and numerous 
studios are scattered here and there, 
set off by ancient farm homesteads. 
. In Beargville, one runs across what 
is perhaps ths most complete private 
collection of early American home 
| furnishings and appointments he may 
ever find. Here, in the Chapman 
home, Fairview, is housed an assort- 
ment of relics, any of which an 
antique dealer would be glad to 
lay hands on. To be invited through 
these cozy rooms, is not alone 
to feast one’s eyes on settle beds and 
Duncan Phyfe sofas and ancient four- 
posters, set off by old hooked rugs and 
paintings by Cole and Waugh and 
precious plates and pie-crust tables, 
but to get, also, a vivid abject lesson 
in early American history, for every 
apartment in Fairview is arranged to 
represent a definite period in Colonial 
settlement and shows the home ap- 
pointments of that era.

An unfinished oll painting by Gen- 
eral Wallace, called “The Conspir- 
ators,” represents the second inau- 
guration of President Lincoln. The 
testimony at the trial of Lincoln's 
assassins showed that they watched 
the proceedings in a group and tried 
then to reach the president, but could 
not pass his bodyguard. In this con- 
nection it ia interesting to note that 
General Wallace was a member of the 
commission that convicted these con- 
_spirators. Among the Lincoln 
mementos is also the gavel used dur- 
ing one of the famous Lincoln-Douzlas 
detates, and afterwards presented to 
= same Wallace. 


A Sultan's Gift 


Among the personal souvenirs of the 
author’s eventful life are reminders 
of his diplomatic career. While he 
was United States Minister to Turkey, 
the Sultan, Abdul-Hamid, became his 
personal friend. Genera] Wallace ad- 
mired the Suitan for his religious tol- 
eration and his statesmanship. A pen- 
eil portrait of His Imperial Majesty is 
one of the best examples of General 
Wallace's skill as an artist. An oil 
painting of a Turkish princess was 
a gift from the Sultan. One day when 
passing through the royal picture gal- 
‘lery shortly after his arrival in Tur- 
key, General Wallace declared this 
to be the best in the Sultan's entire 
collection and it was loaned him to 
hang in his office. When the time 
came for kis departure for America 
the picture was returned to the Sul- 
tan's household, but upon his arrival 
in New York the painting was found 
to have been included in his belong- 
ings. 

A flag of the Republic of Mexico 
was carried by Genera! Wallace near 
the close of the Civil War while de- 
livering arms/and ammunition through 
the French blockade to the Mexican 
armies for use against Emperor Max- 
imilian. There are also upon exhibi- 
tion the uniform, sword, firearms, etc. 
that belonged to the Generals grand- 
son, Lieut. William Noble Wallace, 
who fell during the World War at the 
age of 23. 

‘;eneral Wallace's Fame as an 
author was not at once assured, as 
is shown in the reports handed in 
by two manuscript readers on “Ben 
Hur.” Deubt was expressed upon the 
advisability of publishing a novel in 
which the Christ was pertrayed. Per- 
haps the circumstances of its ac- 
ceptance wil! bear repetition here. 

The story goes that Mrs. Harper 
took it home to read over Sundar.

Despite this lack of demand the mills 
hold steadfastly to their piece quota- 
tions, and coldly turr. down the busi- 
ness if the buyer is not willing ro pay 
the asking price. ‘ 

Curtaitment, of course. is very heavy. 
and it ts douptful if the Fall River mills 
turned out last week more tan a 20 to 
26 per cent product, as compared with 
normal. Manufacturers claim that it fs 
more profitable to close the milis than 
to run on any lower price level than 
that on which they are now operating. 
In the fine goods divisicr there is 
not much to report in the way of actual 
orders taken, but there has been con- 
siderable inquiry, and the failure tw 
shake the price quotations has con- 
vinced a number of the regular cus- 
tomers that the market is not going 
lower - 

Converters have been active in getting 
quotations, and several have made per- 
sonal visits to New Engiand to con- 
fer with the mill treasurers. Fancies 
are moving, but not in such volume as 
few months ago. Prices all along 
the line have seen little or no change in 
more than two weeks. 


Curtallment Not General 


Curtailment among mills making 
fine fabrics has not yet reached very 
large proportions and does not seem 
likely to do so as long as long staple 
cotton prices do not go above 40 to 45 
cents. On goods involving the use of 
considerable quantities of silk the price 
per yard is still less affected by the 
fluctuations in raw cotton values. In- 
terest in such lines has been more 
active the past week. 

Yarn: mills have reported more in- 
terest and a number of the New Eng- 
land spinners of combed yarns have 
taken a very encouraging volume of 
new business consisting almost wholly 
of a multitude of small orders from 
widely scattered sections, Buying ac- 
tivity from the tire trade has begun 
and certain of the large knitters have 
been conditionally in the markets. 
Actual trading has not yet become gen- 
eral, though several fair-sized orders 
have been placed for forward delivery.

NATURAL RESULT | 
OF FRENCH POLICY 


Continued Inflation of Credit, 
Not Speculation, Given as 
Real Cause

LONDON, Jan. 8—The debacle of the 
French exchange is regarded here as 
having been relieved only superficially 


by yesterday's rally. That the franc 
should fall is only natural so long as 
France pursues the “humpty dumpty” | 
financial policy, as Prof. J. M. Keynes 
describes it in his recently published | 
work on monetary reform. |

AUTO PRODUCTION 


DOUBLE D IN 1923 


Now One Motor Vehicle for 
Each 155 Feet of Improved 
Highway 


The National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce estimates the motor vehicle 
production for 1923 at 4,014,000, com- 
pared with 2,059,065 in 1922, an increase 
of 50 per cent. Production of passen- 
ger cars was 3,644,000, compared with 
2,406,960, and trucks 370,000, contrasted 
with 252,668. Of the output of passen- 
ger vehicles, 1,235,000, or 35 per cent, 
were closed cars. 

The total wholesale value of cars and 
trucks produced was $2,510,885,000, com- 
pared with $1,789,638,365 in 1922. Of the 
1923 total the value of cars was $2,243,- 
385,000 and of trucks $267,500,000. 

The number of persons employeed in 
the industry and allied lines during the 
year is estimated at 2,750,000. 

Registration at the end of 1923 is 
estimated at 14,500,000, indicating 85 
per cent of the 17,000,000 motor vehicles 
in the world are in the United States. 
There is in the United States one motor 
vehicle for each 1056 feet of highway 
and one for each 155 feet of improved 
highway. 

The automobile industry in 1923 has 

taken first rank among the country’s 
manufacturing industries. Its relation 
to other business and to the prosperity 
of the country in general is indicated 
| by the amount of materials it is con- 
| suming. 
The following is the percentage of the 
country's supply of various commodities 
,consumed annually by the automotive 
‘industry: Rubber, 70 per cent; glass, 
36 per cent; copper, 14 per cent; alum- 
inum, 25 per cent; iron and steel, 4 per 
cent; upholstery leather, 54 per cent. 
It is estimated that automobiles con- 
sumed 5,404,184,000 gallons of gasoline 
during the year. 

The automobile is also taking a 
| prominent position in export trade. The 
value of automotive products exported 
last year was ;$234,129,000, ranking the 
| industry sixth among the hation’s ex- 
| ports. The total of motor cars exported 
| was 189,884 and of motor trucks 37,049.

To- 
day it publishes the summary, 
furnished by the same unpreju- 
; diced and nonpartisan organiza- 
tion, of Senator Borah’s speech in rejoinder. It is to be 
hoped that readers will take an intelligent interest in the 
relations of the United States to the rest of the civilized 
world, will read these utterances of two eminent Repub- 
licans, who hold diametrically different views on this 
single topic, and reach their own conclusions. 

It is proper to state that Senator Borah, like the 
Monitor, has not been an advocate of immediate and com- 
plete recognition of the Russian Government. What he 
advocates is that such an investigation as may determine 
whether such recognition is practicable and wise at the 
present moment be instituted. In his speech of Monday 
he stated his position so definitely that his explanation 
may well be printed in full. He said: 

We all desire apparently the same thing—settlement 

of the claims, adjustment of the debt and abatement of 

propaganda, if it exists. There is only one matter of 

controversy between us, as I understand it, and that is 
whether the time has arrived when it is wise and proper 
that we should enter into negotiations with the Russian 

Government to see if these things can be accomplished. 

o one advocates the recognition of the Russian Gov- 
ernment without the adjustment of these controverted 
questions. The question is, how are they to be adjusted? 
Has the time arrived when it is safe and when it is 
proper to enter into negotiations to achieve the end 
which we all desire to see achieved? Certainly we are 
not accomplishing it by the course which we are pur- 
suing now. Six years have passed, and no debt has been 
recognized so far; no claims have been adjusted, and the 
contention is that propaganda is more rife at this time 
than it has been at any time. It therefore presents the 
question of whether we can deal with the situation as 
other nations have dealt with it, and dealt with it satis- 
factorily to accomplish their desired ends. 

In the course of the heated controversy over this 
issue there has been constant reference to the alleged 
Communistic propaganda in the United States, main- 
tained with the connivance of the Soviet Government. 
Whether such propaganda is or is not in progress is a 
matter of controversy which we hope may be settled 
with some degree of definiteness by the senatorial com- 
mittee which is about to undertake an investigation of 
the subject. It might be well at that time also to inves- 
tigate the very active anti-Russian propaganda conducted 
by the adherents of the late Tsar, the exiled members 
of the Russian aristocracy now resident in the United 
States and other countries, the very considerable group 
of former social dignitaries of Russia, who have the 
ear of the State Department, and individuals in the 
Department of State who are still more or less under the 
hypnotic influence exerted by the old Russian Embassy 
at Washington. If there is propaganda on the one hand, 
there is unquestionably propaganda on the other. 

Finally, we think it was an error for the Senate to 
lay on the table Senator Borah’s request for certain 
reports made to the State Department, and there pigeon- 
holed for a number of years, by such intelligent and 
observant visitors to Russia as Governor Goodwin of 
Indiana, Irving T. Bush of New York, William Boyce 
Thompson, Col. Raymond Robins and Maj.-Gen. William 
S. Graves. These reports should be of notable valle in 
the formation of an intelligent public opinion regarding 
Russia. They are of no value while accumulating dust in 
the pigeonholes to which the apparently irreconcilable 
Department of State has consigned them. It is to be 
hoped that although the Senate so brusquely laid on the 
table Senator Borah’s request for these documents, the 
investigating committee, of which he is to be the chair- 
man, will have authority to demand them.

Oo in its general provisions, from 
Comp eee the sen outlined by Secretary 
on the Tax Bill Mellon of the Treasury and pop- 
133 __}} ularly approved by the people of 
the country. It is well that this 
understanding be gained early in the battle which is 
threatened over the pending bill. Desperate efforts are 
being made by ambitious or self-seeking politicians to 
juggle the measure and adapt it to their own ends. 
Despite the positive assurance that the Mellon plan meets 
unqualified approval by the public, the desire, evidently, 
is to substitute for it some makeshift proposal which 
will reflect unearned and questionable glory upon its 
authors and sponsurs. The irresistible impulse seems to 
be to penalize wealth more heavily, while theoretically 
aghtening the burdens of the wage-earners and farmers. 

The appeal is a seductive and popular one, usually. 
But the people of the United States have been kept closely 
at school in recent years in their study and observation 
of taxation methods. They have learned much by their 
dearly bought experiences. One of the truths impressed 
is that it is as unwise and shortsighted to penalize wealth 
too heavily as it is to make its burdens too light. Wealth, 
it has been found, is as necessary to industry and pros- 
perity as labor and skilled service. 

hus there has been general agreement that while the 
tax rate upon the wage-earner should be lowered, there 
should be corresponding reductions in the. rate on capital 
earnings. Convincing proof has been furnished to show 
that wealth which now, by devious and ingenious means, 
escapes taxation entirely, if induced to come from cover, 
would add to the federal revenues more than the total 
theoretically lost by the apparent reduction. If this is 
true, as it undoubtedly is, it is equally true that to continue

It is planned, of course, by national and state enact- 
ments, to cut off this avenue of escape by forbidding the 
future issue of tax-free evidences of indebtedness. But 
that process, commendable as it is, is unavoidably slow. 
No single federal enactment, it is apparent, could accom- 
plish the necessary result. But even were it possible, by 
the adoption of an emergency measure, to destroy this 
form of investment, there would be no assurance, in the 
absence of relief from present burdens, that wealth would 
naturally seek fhe producing industries, It is in industry 
that capital is needed. 

It is clear that the President feels, with the announce- 
ment of his approval of the Mellon plan, that the responsi- 
bility for legislative action is up to Congress and the 
people who are in touch with their representatives in the 
House and Senate. He evidently believes that in the final 


analysis it is the duty, of the lawmakers, acting for the 


people, to provide ways and means of supplying the 
national revenues. Thus convinced, he may, of necessity, 
sign whatever revenue act is finally passed to him for 
approval, especially if some measure of needed relief is 
furnished. But he has made it clear that in his judg- 
ment, as well as in the judgment of his advisers, nothing 
can be gained, and much can be lost, by departing from 
the ‘plain course marked out: 


UNLEss the unexpected happens, it now seems certain 
that soon after Jan. 15 the Labor Party will take office, 
for the first time in British his- 
tory, with Mr.. Ramsay Mac- 
‘donald as Prime Minister. This 
prospect seems to have caused a 
shudder to many of the better- 
to-do classes, not only in Eng- 
land but in other countries of 
the world as well. They have 
been accustomed to think of all Laborites as dedicated 
to revolution and as being in alliance with “red” Moscow. 
Even though Labor can only hold office so long as it 
obtains the support of one of the two older parties, and, 
therefore, can be turned out immediately if it embarks 
upon the dreaded policy of confiscation, yet its advent to 
power is looked upon by timid folk almost with dismay, 
because it seems to imply that the world hag begun to 
swing back from the stable Right toward the revolu- 
tionary Left once more. 

But to those who have: followed closely the astonish- 
ing growth of the Labor Party in recent years there are 
no such grounds for misgiving, During the war Labor 
was steadily and resolutely patriotic, and accepted. office 
in Mr. Lloyd George's Coalition. Soon after the con- 
clusion of peace, and after it had gained some experience 
of the ideals and methods of Moscow, it broke off all 
relations with the Bolsheviki, and refused to admit Brit- 
ish Communists to membership in the party. Only this 
year, at its annual congress, while reaffirming its belief in 
Socialism, it was at great pains to declare that its ideals 
could only be carried out by gradual degrees and in the 
light of experience. Whatever people may think about 
the merits or demerits of the official Labor-program, there 
is no question but that the Labor Party stands for reform 
by constitutional and parliamentary means. 

What Labor’s immediate policy will be in office has 
not yet been disclosed. But all the indications point to 
its being one of moderation. As Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
can only remain in power with Liberal support, it is gen- 
erally believed that he will endeavor to concentrate at 
the outset on measures for dealing with unemployment 
and housing and on a new attempt to solve the repara- 
tions-Ruhr problem, for which he can count on Liberal 
support. His first task is to prove that Labor is fit to 
govern, for if Labor can gain the confidence of the 
electorate by its administrative work it will be in a much 
stronger position to appeal to the country later on to 
return it to power to carry out some part of its more 
Socialistic and controversial program. If it cannot prove 
its capacity to govern, it has but little chance of being 
given a mandate for larger action. It is here that Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald’s first difficulties will probably arise. 

The left wing of his party is active and vigorous. 
It has been elected on the program of remodeling the 
capitalistic system, which it believes to be responsible for 
all the sufferings of the working class. It will not be 
at all easy to convince the rank and file of his followers 
that the right course is to postpone the ambitious schemes 
of industrial reform and turn their attention for a time 
to what looks like the humdrum, even if very important, 
matters of current administration. Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald is likely to press for moderation, however, for 
another reason. The three-party system is unpopular in 
England. So are coalitions. One of the three parties is 
‘bound to disappear, or two of them to fuse under a new 
name. Who is to suffer, the Conservatives, the Liberals, 
or the Laborites? If Mr. Ramsay: Macdonald can keep 
his more enthusiastic followers in check, can prove that 
Labor is capable of conducting a good government at 
home, in the Empire and abroad, and then puts forward a 
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program, progressive, yet not unduly alarming, he will 


stand a good chance of rallying to Labor's standard such 
an amount of support that Labor will become by itself 
one of the two parties, and its opponents will have to 
combine to have a chance of defeating him. Then it is 
assured, sooner or later, of a real lease of power. If, 
on the other hand, he is unable to keep his followers in 
hand, or his Cabinet members fail as administrators, or 
he puts forward a program which is dangerously radical, 
Labor itself may split, moderate opinion will rally to the 
Liberal or the Conservative colors, and Labor may find 
itself compelled to combine with the Liberals in order to 
have any chance at all. 

From both points of view, therefore, it seems very 


unlikely that the Labor Party will embark upon any 


very staggering policy in the early days of its power. 
None the less, Mr. Ramsay Macdonald is not likely to 
be able to carry his case for moderation without a 


struggle, and not the least interesting aspect of the events 


. tunity which has now been placed in their hands. 
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of the next few weeks will be the disclosure of the rela- 
tive strength of the moderate and the radical elements 
within his party. The results of the elections have given 
to Labor and its leaders a great chance. They have it in 
their power to make themselves one of the two chief fac- 
tors in British political history for many years to come, 
atid therefore a great power in international affairs as 
well, if they use with wisdom and public spirit the oppor- 
They 
can certainly rely upon the benevolent sympathy of other 
nations in the efforts they may make to solve the grave 
problems which confront them. 


THERE is convincing logic in the conclusion advanced 


recently by Mr. Sherwood Eddy, associate general sec- 


retary of the foreign division of 
the V. M. C. A., that whereas 
mankind has made great prog- 
ress in mastering so-called phys- 
ical forces, there exists the need 
of a more complete “mastery of. 
the moral forces. In an address | 

delivered before the Boston 

Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Eddy made it quite plain 
just what he meant by this observation. He returned to 
the United States recently from a survey of industrial 
conditions in twenty-two countries of Europe and Asia. 
There he found what he regards as unmistakable evi- 
dences of unrest, due chiefly to the oppression of labor 
by selfish, profiteering employers. He says there is cause 
for the dissatisfaction which results in 4000 industrial 
strikes annually in Japan, India, and China, where the 
workers toil for a mere pittance, and where, in some 
cases, the factory owners average an annual profit of 
100 per cent on their investment. 

It was not intimated that mankind has not realized 
that a way has been found to overcome this menacing 
unrest. The way has been found. All that remains is 
to put into practice the unselfish methods which, by 
actual proof, have been shown to be effective as well as 
practical. For many years, in some of the principal in- 
dustrial plants in the United States, employers have. un- 
der the name of welfare or fellowship movements, sought 
to apply the Golden Rule to industry. Recently atten- 
tion was rather unostentatiously called to the annual 

“Fellowship” meeting held by the employers and em— 
ployees of the Commonwealth Steel Company of 
St. Louis, Mo., at its great plant in Granite City, III. 
Some 650 workers, classified under the heading 
5-8-10-12-15-18 and 20-year men“ attended the meeting. 
with their families. The terms of service of some of 
those longest employed co-ordinate the period during 
which President Howard and other officials of the com- 
pany have unceasingly sought to apply, in all depart- 
ments of their business, the true Fellowship idea. 

There is more than mere welfare in the Fellowship rule 
in industry, Genuine fellowship embraces a sharing of 
opportunity and a division of responsibility, and conse- 
quently a fair division of the rewards which certainly 
follow. Fellowship embraces welfare, unquestioningly, 
but welfare, as that theory is sometimes adapted to indus- 
try, does not necessarily comprehend actual fellowship. 

The Golden Rule can be applied to business and in- 
dustry. Conspicuous proof of this fact has been given. 
The stumbling block in the way of many really unselfish 
employers is the lack of moral courage to declare their 
adherence to an old-fashioned rule. If all that Mr. Sher- 
wood Eddy tells us is true, there is serious need of real- 
ization of the necessity of establishing closer and better 
relationships between those who work and those who pay. 
The unrest in industry now so apparent will become more 
marked, more aggravated, as undeniable inequalities are 
realized and magnified.

So FREQUENTLY has the Conference (or Council) of 
Ambassadors come into the news of late in connection 
with the League of Nations that it is often assunied 
that the one is a subordinate part of the other. Nor 
is this to be wondered at when reference to them is 
usually incidental to the report of some episode of vast 
import, such as the Janina incident, as a result of which 
Greece was compelled to hand over to Italy 50,000,000 
lire before the interallied investigation was completed. 
As a fact, there is no connection between them, the Con- 
ference of Ambassadors being the successor to the Allied 
Supreme Council, a war organization, while the League 
of Nations is an institution whose efforts to maintain 
the peace of the world have brought to its side five-sixths 
of the nations of the world. 
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THOsE who value the good name of America above 
dollars and cents—and their name is legion—rejoice that 
the manufacturers of the United States have more than 
risen to the occasion presented by the great needs of 
Japan following the disaster of September last. Accord- 
ing to Chemical and Metallurgical Engineering, the deter- 
mination of American producers not to profiteer on the 
big orders which were thereby rendered certain has 
already produced two beneficial results: First. no less 
than $2,000,000 worth of orders have been placed in the 
United States for materials with which to rebuild Japan's 
devastated areas, and, secondly, the friendship between 
the two nations has been increased remarkably. 
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AN EDITORIAL in The Times of London on “Simplic- 
ity’’ says that this word has been much on the lips of men 
in these latter days, both for praise and blame, and adds, 
One to whom the quality has been variously attributed 
as defect and virtue has said that it is a much misunder- 
stood word.” True enough, and yet how keenly Ralph 
Waldo Emerson saw through the mist enveloping this 
issue, when he wrote those. two oft-quoted aphorisms:

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| The Struggle of the Roads 


As WINTER descends upon fhe New England highways, 
bringing to the horse a brief taste of former prestige, there 
comes a truce in one of the longest and bitterest struggles 
recorded in the pages of human history. It is the struggle 
of the roads; the struggle between the man who looks the 
road lengthwise, and the man who looks it across; between the 
Roman, whose map is merely dots for cities linked by straight 
lines for roads, and the Anglo-Saxon, who builds his house at 
one side of the highway and his barn at the other, and literally 
camps athwart the road, as did his primitive ancestors of fifteen 
centuries ago. 

Go out in the days before the snow and watch the long 
stream of automobiles, pushing with all speed from city to 
city, with barely a proud half-turn of the head at the farm 
activities of the wayside. Is not that the conquering Roman, 
the dot-and-line man, who congregates in cities and organizes 
himself there for business, just as, under Caesar, he organized 
himself for war? Then watch the tarmer, master of his own 
estate, lord of his barn, and zealous guardian of all things 
housed therein. Is not that the hard-pressed Anglo-Saxon, whose 
map is not dots and lines, but a cluster of neighboring farms? 

Turn back, if you will, to the opening chapters of the 
highway conflict, before the tables were turned and while 
yet the Saxon carried the field. The first act of the Roman 
invader of Britain was to clinch his conquest by building 
strategic, commercial roads, linking York and Chester, and 
other outposts with the base in the south. For his roads he 
laid a good foundation, on which was spread a pavement of 
neatly fitted hexagonal granite blocks, and he ran them from 
terminal to terminal, as straight and direct as the state road 
through a California valley. 
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This efficient and strangely modern highway system had 
been in peaceful operation for three centuries, when along 
came the Saxon hordes from Rhine and Elbe. The Romans 
retired home to Rome. Roman efficiency went down under the 
tread of Saxon feet. Cities declined. Roads were grassed over, 
coated like a palimpsest for recovery in due time. 

Meanwhile the Saxons, who were farmers and individual 
ists, with no liking for organization or efficiency, began to 
work out their own salvation in their own way. And a long 
way it was, through the centuries of the dark Middle Ages. 
The road system, if such it might be called, was physically 
and metaphorically bogged. And bogged it remained for 
twelve centuries or more, even to the middle of the eighteenth 
century, when, it is recorded, a carriage drive in the 1 
area from Kensington to St. James's Palace, in the winter 
season, took a full two hours. 

Then, at last, the Romans returned, not in the form of 
drilled legions under imperial eagles from the Italian penin- 
sula, but as a sudden rooting in British soil of a new genius 
for industrial organization and efficiency, and a new desire 
for developing roads. While power looms and other industrial 
phenomena sprang up in the north, the Macadams, Telfords, 
and Hugheses got to work on the roads, driving their strips 
of firm synthetic pavement through the very heart of Saxondom. 

lt was the beginning of the Saxon downfall. Yet the 
Saxons are dogged fighters. They had done much for Britain. 
‘They had raised a self-reliant individualism that found its final 
expression in Arnold of Rugby, and the British public school 
tradition which he modeled. Headed by the country gentry, 
they presented a bold front to every new thrust of the Romans, 
whether stage coach or railway. Up to the middle of the nine- 
teenth century, might still be seen some gallant old Saxon 
squire saddling his horse, whatever the journey might be, and 
jog-trotting his way about with many a handshake en route. 
Others, with scarcely less fortitude, though driven to use the 
railways, would “box” their horses, run the carriage on a low 
freight car, and grimly sit out the journey on the carriage 

seat, in token of no surrender. 
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But if in England the Saxon had become firmly intrenched. 
so that the returning Roman must fight every inch ot the way. 
far speedier was the triumph of the latter in the newly devel- 
oping American continent. Middle west and far west he 
reached before the Saxon could dig himself in. There the 
farmer, with -his farm machinery, his organization, and his 
automobile, was drawn well within the Roman orb. 

In New England the Saxon was well intrenched before 
the Roman gained his foothold. And there he still exists, 
defending his last earthwork, fighting as grimly as his brother 
in Britain. He sees the farms all around deserted and left to 
decay. He sees his livelihood become more and more precarious. 
He sees the triumphant Romans sweep past by the thousand in 
pcwer-driven cars on glazed highways that he must help to 
maintain. Yet he does not surrender. And for three winter 
months, when the conqueror withdraws to winter in the city, 
he and his horse have their beloved country once more to 
themselves. 

But is the Saxon at the end of his resources? Is he doomed 
to disappear and leave the field to the conqueror? Who can 
tell? The Roman lay dormant twelve centuries, then arose 
again because he had something to contribute. The Roman, 
with his great highways, his wonderful ideas of organization 
and co-operation, may yet need some qualities that the individ- 
ualist Saxon has to offer. The struggle has lasted twenty cen- 
turies—it may last twenty more. H. J. 8

If the 
next President should be a man whose mind was in touch with 
the great basic ideas that must underlie such a social renewal, 
he could give the whole world a new spiritual lead by the 
simple device of putting the prestige and attention-getting 
value of his office back of these ideas. Our country is so big 
that few men besides the President can get its attention and 
force it to think all at once about an idea. The tragedy is 
that we have allowed the presidency to become a task that 
makes the President a desk slave and prevents the average 
President from giving such spiritual leadership to the Nation.
